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Wiregrass Bull Grazing Test has 
a new home 


The Wiregrass BCIA Bull Graz- 
ing Test has a new home! The new 
test site is at the farm of Mr. and 
Mrs. Phil Farris near Elba. Not only 
does the test has a new home, but it 
also has other innovations and reno- 
vations with help from the Coffee 
County Cattlemen's Association. 

The goal of the Coffee County 
Cattlemen's Association is to make 
the bull test the best in the land. It 
will be a cooperative county effort. 
The test and sale will be held at the 
farm. 

If you would like to nominate a 
bull for this test, it needs to be done 
by August 1, 1997. Bulls will be de- 
livered to the farm in early Novem- 
ber. This year we plan to graze 
around 100 bulls, and we hope to in- 
crease the size of the test up to 180 
or even 200 bulls. 

The new Wiregrass Test has sev- 
eral advantages over the old test. 


The cost of gain will be cheaper at 
the new test—down a nickel from 60 
cents to 55 cents per pound of gain 
on test. 

The new post test to sale period 
will also be much less expensive. 
Again, the summer rate will be 55 
cents per pound of gain, a vast im- 
provement from the old system. 

Another incentive for producers 
to try the new test will be in sponsor- 
ship. The Coffee County group has 
tentatively agreed to secure sponsors 
for the test. Sponsors will defray the 
cost of the test by $100 for produc- 
ers with the top-gaining bull to sell 
in each group. This will be provided 
the breed has more than one consign- 
ment. 

In turn, the sponsors will be rec- 
ognized for their contributions in the 
bull test sale catalog and at the sale. 
Money will also be awarded to pro- 
ducers with the best group of bulls 


or a pen of four. 

Bulls will be accepted from Ala- 
bama and surrounding states.

How to buy insecticides 


ALL ABOUT INSECTS, INSEC- 
TICIDES, PESTS AND PESTI- 
CIDES 

Just as a visit to your garden may 
reveal a bewildering array of pests, a 
visit to the local garden center re- 
veals a bewildering array of pesti- 
cides. " Pesticide" is an all inclusive 
term that describes anything from a 
rat poison to a miticide—any con- 
coction that kills pests. 

Here's a look at some of the dif- 
ferent categories of pesticides, as 
well as the type of formulations in 
which they're commercially availa- 
ble. 

A small invertebrate animal, spi- 
der, centipede, grasshopper or earth- 
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worms and turtles are all considered 
insects. Insects are not rare. They are 
bound to show up in your garden at 
one time or another, no matter where 
you live or what you do to stop 
them. 

The successful gardener is always 
on the lookout for pests, checking 
plants frequently and closely. Be 
sure to look on the undersides of 
leaves and around buds. If only a 
few pests are present, remove them 
by hand or with a stream of water. 
But when your plants are being at- 
tacked by a whole army of the little 
rascals, more stringent measures are 
called for, including pesticide appli- 
cation. 


THE "CIDES" 

Insecticides control pests that 
have six legs in their mature form: 
ants, aphids, beetles, mealybugs, but- 
terflies (in their caterpillar stage), 
etc. Some insecticides are very tough 
on specific insects and very weak 
against others. Some are deadly on a 
very wide range of pests. 

Always check the product's label 
to be certain that the insecticide is 
effective against the pest you are af- 
ter. (You should always read the la- 
bel of any chemical product before 
you use it!) 

Miticides control a large group 
of small, very destructive pests - spi- 
der mites and other eight-legged 
pests related to spiders. These are 
usually recognized not on sight 
(they're too small to see without a 
microscope) but by damage they 
cause or the fine webs they spin on 
the undersides of leaves. Curled, 
speckled foliage on branch tips often 
is an indicator that mites are 
present. 
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Nematicides or (nematocides), 
like miticides, go after very small 
pests, nematodes—a form of soil 
worm that attacks roots with a ven- 
geance. Though microscopical in 
size, they cause extensive damage. 
Molluscicides control snails and 
slugs. Rodenticides poison small ani- 
mal pests: voles, moles, mice, and 
even rabbits that occasionally dam- 
age vegetable and flower gardens. 

Fungicides control fungus diseas- 
es such as powdery mildew, tomato 
blight, and rose black spot. Bacteri- 
cides control the bacterial diseases 
that cause spotting and leaf wilt on 
soft tissued plants. 

Herbicides are for use on inva- 
sive weeds. Many herbicides, how- 
ever, also prove harmful to the 
plants you wish to encourage, so use 
them with care. 


HOW TO BUY THEM 

Dusts are pesticides that do their 
work while in the dry state (although 
they adhere best to slightly moist 
plant parts). Since no mixing is re- 
quired, dusts are easy to apply. They 
are not to be confused with wettable 
powders, which come dry but must 
be mixed with water before use. 
Spray pestcides are mixed from wet- 
table powders or emulsifiable con- 
centrates. 

Frequently shake the canister of 
spray unit containing a solution 
made from wettable powder to keep 
the pesticide in solution. 

Granules of various pesticide for- 
mulations are available for spreading 
on lawns and patches of gardens. 
They work as systemic pesticides, 
being absorbed by plant roots and in- 
effect making the plant "poison" to 
pests that take a taste of the plant. 

Baits are a primitive form of pest 
control. An example is a pan of beer 
used to attract and entrap slugs (they 
climb up the pan, fall in, and 
drown!). Baits are also used to cut 
down on the population of moles, 
crickets, ants, and rodents. Do not 
use poisonous bait in areas that your 
pets tend to frequent. 


Craft safety 
For children 


Parents and others often enjoy 
giving children gifts that stimulate 
creativity. It may be something as 
simple as a sketch pad and crayons 
or something more involved such as 
a model car kit. 

But gift-givers should check the 
labels of craft supplies. The label 
should indicate if a product is non- 
toxic. The label also should say if a 
product conforms to the federal 
chronic hazard labeling standard, 
ASTM D-4236. Both references in- 
dicate a product is safe for children. 

When choosing a craft-type gift, 
it’s important to select products de- 
signed for your child's age, Children 


products, 

Another important reason lO 
match the craft-gift to age, is be- 
cause younger children may not 
have the dexterity or patience to suc- 
cessfully complete a project de- 
signed for older children, 

Parents and children should al- 
ways follow the directions found on 
the craft product's label, ‘3 

Provide adequate supervision 
when the child is working with craft 
materials, A 6-year-old coloring in a 
sketch book probably needs minimal 
supervision, but a child using other 
craft products such as model cement 
or a craft knife may need closer su- 
pervision,

EPD’s clothing allowance continues

The Elba City Council voted 
Monday night to continue the $27.50 
per month clothing allowance for 


each police officer. 
Mayor James Grimes had asked 


the council for guidance as he begins 
working on a proposed budget for 


the coming year. 

Grimes said the clothing allow- 
ance, which costs the city about 
$7,000 a year, was started back 
around 1982 when Elba’s police of- 
ficers were among the lowest paid in 
this area. He noted that Elba now 
pays police officers as well, or bet- 
ter, than most surrounding towns. 

Council member John Sharpless 
noted he was on the council when 
this was approved and it was be- 
cause of the low pay situation. 
Sharpless said Elba now pays, “good 
as.the best, better than most.” 

Council member Harold Bannin 
voiced approval of continuing the al- 
lowance. he said police officers 
don’t make enough for putting their 
live on the line every day. 

‘:*Grimes read some comparative 
‘pay. scales from surrounding towns 
at the request of the council. Grimes 
agreed it would be nice to keep the 
llowance but “the budget is going 
to be tight.” 
-::Banning made a motion to leave 
the allowance in the budget. Sharp- 
less tried to amend it, “If we do it for 
the police, do it for all city employ- 


ees.” His amendment died for lack 
of a second. 

The motion to leave the allow- 
ance in the 1997-98 budget was ap- 
proved on a 4-2 vote. Sharpless and 
Mayor Grimes voted against the mo- 
tion. 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth re- 
ported that in the month of July, 
Elba police officers drove 19,984 
miles of patrol within the City of 
Elba. They made 76 arrests, worked 
12 traffic accidents and issued 89 
warnings. 

The chief also reported that some- 
one had recently been soliciting 
money on behalf of the police de- 
partment, but this is unauthorized. 
He thinks the practice has been 
stopped ... for now. 

Whitworth — explained they 
wouldn’t have known about if but a 
businessman mailed a check directly 
to the city in response to this solici- 
tation. It was only after calling to ask 
what the check was for that city offi- 
cials became aware of what was hap- 
pening. 

Police Officer Dean Blair report- 
ed on the recent Chins-Up Camp 
held in Coffee County. He said the 
annual event was considered a suc- 
cess. 

The council accepted Grimes’ 
recommendation and reappointed 
Eddie Kelley and Myrna Cowen to 
the Industrial Development Board. 
The mayor said each had agreed to 
serve another term on the board.

The City of Elba is considering 
an ordinance designating smoking 
and non-smoking areas in city

‘ nance is to provide a smoke-free en- 
- vironment for employees and those 


conducting business with the munici- 
pality. 
. The ordinance, prepared by City 


- Attorney Jeff Kelley, was presented 
- to the council for consideration on 


Monday night, August 11. It is 
scheduled for an official vote at the 
next meeting of the governing body. 
’- If approved, smokers will only be 


allowed to light up in areas designat- 
ed as “smoking areas.” City build- 
ings and facilities will be classified 
as non-smoking, and so marked, un- 
less established as designated smok- 
ing areas. 

According to the wording of the 
ordinance, the action has two pur- 
poses. (1) to protect the public health 
and welfare and (2) balance the con- 
cerns of smokers with the needs of 
non-smokers to breathe smoke-free 
air. It also says, “where there is a 
conflict of, the needs of the non- 
smoker shall have priority.” 

Violations are misdemeanors, 
punishable as provided in Alabama 
law. City employees violating the or- 
dinance shall also be subject to disci- 
plinary action. 


Elba BOE terminates aide &

The Elba City School Board bit 
the: bullet last Thursday night, just 
before school started, and voted to 
terminate a tenured aide and suspend 
another pending a hearing before the 
board, 

Following an executive session, 
the board voted unanimously to ter- 
minate Elementary school aide Hele- 
na Yelverton, The recommendation 
to the school board said the dismis- 
sal request was for “insubordination, 
neglect of duty and other good and 
just causes,” 

The board then also voted unani- 
mously to immediately suspend ten- 
ured elementary school teacher Jean- 
nie . Vignolia “pending a _ board 
hearing.”’ They made no further com- 
ment on this suspension. Neither Su- 
perintendent Charles Pearce, nor ele- 
mentary principal Judy 
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Killingsworth, would comment on 
the matter either, citing confidential- 
ity laws and the rights of all in- 
volved, 

In other business the board ap- 
proved a one year leave of absence 
for Writing to Read aide Norma 
Young. Pearce said she planned to 
complete work on her teaching de- 
gree. 

Also approved was several trans- 
fers, Sandy Johnson was transferred 
from the position of office aide to 
the Writing to Read aide’s job. 
Elaine Martin’s resignation as li- 
brary aide at the elementary school 
was approved and her daughter, Me- 
lissa McCormick was named to fill 
the position, Also Shannon Cattret 
was hired as office aide at the ele- 
mentary school 

Both McCormick and Catrett 
have been working as unpaid volun- 
teers at the school. 

The board accepted the resigna- 
tion of Harrison Mims, driver Ed 
teacher and high school basketball 
coach, Mims had accepted an admin- 
istrative position with another school 
system, 

Student handbooks for both 
schools were shown to the board. 
Only a minor change in the recom- 
mended high school handbook re- 
quired a minor change in school 
board policy. 

Board members were told by tie 
superintendent that he expected the 
schools to end the year in a little bet- 
ter financial condition than what had 
been budgeted.

Monday’s meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission started’ on a 
positive note with praise coming 
from the Enterprise Library Board. 

Oliver Williams, chairman of the 
Enterprise Library Board, thanked 
the commission for their financial 
support in the past years. Represen- 
tatives from the Elba Public Library 
and Cross Trails Regional Library 
were also on hand to express their 
appreciation.

“The libraries in Coffee County 
touch a lot of lives,” said Williams.

road meets those standards - except 
pavement; then upon a vote of ac- 
ceptance by the county commission, 
the county may re-accept subject 
road back into its maintenance sys- 
tem. All other roads accepted into 
the county maintenance system must 
be in accordance with a subdivision 
development.” 

The commission approved the po- 
lice with an amendment attached 
providing for re-evaluation of the 
policy after 18 months. 

Tindell presented two requests to 
the commission for their considera- 
tion.

Tindell estimated that this would 
involve one piece of county equip- 


ment for one week. Commissioners 
approved the superintendent's re- 
quest. 

During the general business ses- 
sion from the commissioners, Com- 
missioner Doug Dalrymple made a 
motion that several roads (Co. Rds. 
623, 631, 641, 655, 657, 664, 718, 
721, & 732) be surveyed for future 
paving. His motion died for lack of a 
second. 

Commissioner Kayo Lewis com- 
mented that the landfill committee 
composed of three commissioners 
was creating problems. 

“All commissioners should be in- 
volved in the landfill,” said Lewis. 

Kenneth Fuller, the county’s at-

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Arrest made in murder 
of Enterprise man

One man has been arrested and 
another is being sought in the mur- 
der and robbery of an Enterprise 
store manager. 

Acting on a tip received by the 
Enterprise Police Department, Kas- 
sey Bernard Reedy, 25, of 102 East 
Harrison Street, Enterprise was tak- 
en into custody shortly before 4 a.m, 
last Thursday, 

He has been charged with capital 
murder and is being held in the Cof- 
fee County Jail in New Brockton, In 
an initial hearing held last Friday 
morning before District Judge Steve 
Blair, Reedy was formally charged 
and bond was denied. 

A second individual, Marcus An- 
tonio Jones, 26, of Daleville, AL, is 
being sought in connection with the 
murder-robbery, A warrant has been 
issued on Jones charging him with 
capital murder, 

Both men allegedly took part in 
the robbery/murder of Ronald Ho- 
ward Jerkins, of Kinsey, AL (near 
Dothan). He was shot and killed 
while making a night deposit at Re- 
gions Bank in Enterprise on the 
night of July 28th. 

Jerkins was an assistant manager 
of Grocery Outlet in Enterprise, Ac- 
cording to reports both Reedy and 
Jones were frequent customers of the 
store. Also, Reedy was a former co- 
worker of Jerkins. 

Last Saturday, divers with the 
Houston County Rescue Squad re- 
covered a handgun from the Chatta- 
hoochee River near the Omussee 


Creek Park. 

The gun is believed to be the mur- 
der weapon used in the Jerkins rob- 
bery/murder, It has been sent to the 
forensic lab in Montgomery for test- 
ing, 

The two men, Reedy and Jones, if 
convicted of the capital murder 
charges, could face life in prison 
without parole, or death in the elec- 
tric chair, 

During Reedy’s initial appear- 
ance, he commented to Judge Blair 
that he had nothing to do with the 
killing of Jerkins, 

Reportedly, Reedy told authori- 
ties that Jones was the person who 
shot Jerkins.

The Troy State University Ar- 
chaeology Research Center be-

NEW VOTING MACHINES...Coffee County Commissioners received a 
demonstration of computerized voting machines Monday afternoon, Ken- 
neth Ray, from Business Machines Corporation out of Birmingham, told 
commissioners that his company was the largest manufacturer of voting 
equipment in the country. The electronic-computerized voting machines 
demonstrated by Ray are already in use in 39 counties in Alabama. Paper 
ballots are marked (arrow opposite candidate’s name is completed) by the 
voter and then fed into the machine which registers and tallies the vote 
while retaining the cast ballot. Ray commented that no particular ballot can 
be traced to any particular voter, A lot of figures were thrown at the com- 
missioners; however, the bottom line figure presented to them by Ray was 
an additional $24,625.00 (estimated) out-of-pocket-expense, per election, 
over the present system being used by the county. At the present time, the 
commissioners are looking for ways to improve the voting system in Coffee 
County, No decision on whether or not to go with the new machine.

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Working Families with Children Stand to Benefit 


Last week, the historic federal 
balanced budget agreement was 
signed into law by the President. The 
final approval of this landmark bud- 
getis generating interest among work- 
ing families in Southeast Alabama 
who want to know how the new tax 
cuts will affect them and their 
children’s futures, 

As a participant in last week's 
White House ceremony officially rati- 
fying the balanced budget plan, I am 
happy to say that the bi-partisan agree- 
ment is positive for America’s work- 
ing families. 

Asamatter of fact, even work- 
ing families with incomes as low as 
$18,000, and who pay no income 
taxes, get some credit to offset their 
payroll taxes, This means more 
money for family needs and to help 
realize your children’s dreams ol 
higher education. 

Acornerstone of the new five- 
year federal budgetis its tax credit for 
families with children ages 16 and 
younger. In the first year of the new 
budget, families would receive $400 
for each child up to age 16. 

In 1999, that tax credit will 
increase to $500 for each child of the 
same age. These tax credits target the 
bulk of America’s working families. 
Single parents earning up to $75,000 
a year are eligible, and couples mak- 
ing up to $110,000 a year can receive 
the child tax credit. 

Perhaps one of the most excit- 
ing aspects of the new budget agree- 
ment is its tax credits targeted spe- 
cifically for education, For example, 
working families sending a child to 
college will receive tax credit equal 
to 100 percent for up to $1,000 for 
out-of-pocket tuition expenses and 
books. And, they’ll get another 50 
percent in tax credit for the next 
$1,000 in expenses (for a maximum 
$1,500 credit) for the first two years 
of college. 

For the third, fourth, and fu- 
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ture years of college, they will re- 
ceive 20 percent tax credit of up to 
$5,000 in expenses, including gradu- 
ate education, or continuing educa- 
tion, What's more, the $5,000 amount 
for third, fourth and future years of 
education expenses increases to 
$10,000 in the year 2002 — just five 
yearstfrom now. 

But that’s not all of the educa- 
tion benefits afforded to America’s 
working families under the new bal- 
anced budget agreement. To enable 
the saving for education, tax-free 
Education Savings Accounts (ESAs) 
will be created, allowing parents to 
contribute up to $500 a child annu- 
ally, increasing to $1,000 a child an- 
nually by the year 2000, 

For those facing student loan 
payments, interest on these loans can 
be deducted up to an amount of $2,500 
for individuals withincomes less than 
$40,000 (phasing out at an income 
level of $50,000). 

Student loan interest payments 
for couples can also be deducted at 
the same rate provided the couple's 
combined income is less $80,000 
(phasing out at an income level of 
$100,000), All student loan interest 
deductions apply for the first five 
years of repayment. 

And if tax credit for education 
expenses, special tax-free education 
savings accounts, and student loan 
interest deductions are not enough, 
the newly passed balanced budget 
allows penalty free withdrawals from 
existing IRA’s forundergraduate, vo- 
cational, or graduate education costs. 

America’s working families 
stand to gain through the five-year 
balanced budget agreement’s esti- 
mated $100 billion in child tax credit 
and education tax relief by 2002. 

This represents the first time 
in 16 years that Washington has cut 
your taxes and the first time in nearly 
30 years that the federal government 
will operate on a balanced budget.

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County schools show increase in enrollment

The Coffee County Board of Edu- 
cation held it “regular” monthly 
mecting on Tuesday night, August 
12, instead of Thursday, August 14, 

Superintendent Roger Bowden 
told school board members that the 
county school system’s enrollment 
was up slightly over last year’s. The 
first day of school on Monday, Au- 


gust 11, showed 2,046 students on 
rolls. That was 15 more students 
than last year starting day enroll- 
ment, 

David Ritchie, the county school 
system's architect, gave the board an 
up-date on the PSCA (Public 
Schools and College Authority) pro-

He stated that work had started on 
the lunchrooms at Zion Chapel High 


Elba W & E Board members 
receive positive report

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday, August 12th 
and heard what was basically a posi- 
tive report of the operations of the 
utility. 

The water sales system continues 
to cost more than it generates. This 
problem has existed for a number of 
years. Superintendent James Grimes 
explained that they were in the pro- 
cess of analyzing this and would 
present board members with their 
findings. 

Grimes said it is costing the utili- 
ty $2.36 per thousand gallons to 
pump and deliver water. He added 
this does not include new construc- 
tion and major overhaul of wells. 

Chairman Tim Johnson reported 
the accounts receivables were in real 
good shape with the exception of 


‘one large ($5,772.00) commercial 


account. He said this customer had 
been contacted and promised to pay 
the account the next day. 

Grimes told board members the 
cost of the requested water extension 


to the Wise Mill Church area. 

He said the materials for a 3” line 
for the %%/j9 mile line would cost 
$3,000 while the materials for a 6” 
line would cost $7,500. 

County Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook was in attendance sup- 
porting the project. She explained 
the residents in that area are experi- 
encing problems with contaminated 
water. 

The board asked Westbrook to 
find out if those in that area would 
pay the cost of recovery, either im- 
mediately or over a one year period. 
The cost for the 3” line would be 
$375 per customer. 

The board voted to move forward 
with this extension if those who had 
signed the petition requesting the 
service would agree to the recovery 
cost figures. 

Mrs. Westbrook also reminded 
the utility board members of the con- 
tinuing request for water extension 
to the approximately 30 residents in 
the Woodland Grove community. 

Monthly bills totaling $28,630.66 
were approved for payment. 


School and New Brockton Elemen- 
tary School.

Ritchie said the work on the new 
classroom at Kinston High School

A new 1996-96 salary schedule 
was ry ih by the board. Accord- 
ing to Supt. Bowden, it consisted of 
four major changes. They were as 
follows: 

1.) Adjustments were made in sal- 
aries brought about by the Matrix 
Law. Those who were due a raise 
due to experience got one and those 
teachers who stated they would re- 
tire received a full 5 percent in- 
crease, 

2.) The supplements for girl’s 
basketball coaches were made equal 
to the boy’s basketball coach provid- 
ed the girls played at least a 20-game 
schedule. A $600 supplement was 
added for assistant coaches (softball, 
baseball and volleyball), 

3.) A clerical aide position at 
Kinston and Zion Chapel Elemen- 
tary Schools. 

4.) Raised the base salaries for 
those individuals which were affect- 
ed by the-change in the minimum 
wage law last year. 

The board adopted the state’s ath- 
letic association’s no-pass-no play 
policy. 

This policy requires a student to 
have an overall average grade of 70 
percent in six classes instead of five 
to participate in extra curricular ac- 
tivities. Four of those have to be the 
major courses - English, Math, Sci- 
ence, and Social Studies,

Miracle in the form of a magic bullet

Miracles still do happen. If one 
doubts this fact, they can ask George 
and Mary Grider of Elba, AL. 

In 1989, George Grider was diag- 
nosed as having a slow-growing can- 
cer known as low-grade non- 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma. He just re- 
cently was given a clean bill of 
health. 

Doctors at University of Alabama 
at Birmingham say that George’s 
cancer is in complete remission, 

If you ask George and his wife, 
Mary, what happened, they will tell 
you “it was good medicine, a great 
medical staff, and a lot of caring 
people and prayers,” 

“I feel as good as I did ten years 
ago,” said George. His next doctor’s 
appointment is in July of 1998, 

Grider’s treatment consisted of a 
combination of a new antibody and 
chemotherapy over a six-month peri- 
od of time. 

The antibody is called IDEC- 
C2B8, “the magic bullet,” and was 
tested at UAB and other medical 
sites, Grider was one of the individu- 
al at UAB who participated in the 
test of the new drug in 1995, 

Dr. Monsoor Saleh, a UAB can- 
cer expert, was in charge of Grider's 
treatment, 

Prior to taking the new drug, 
Grider stated, “I had high fevers in 
the afternoon and night, and was real 
tired and weak, After taking the first 
treatment of antibody, my fevers 
subsided and I didn’t have any 
more,” 

A CAT scan on Thursday, July 
24, showed that Grider is discase- 
free, two years after the treatment. 
His response was that UAB had 
handed his life back to him. 

Dr, Saleh called the results with 
the monoclonal antibody “impres- 
sive,” and said there is no other ther- 
apy for low-grade non-Hodgkin's 
lymphoma known to increase the 
survival time of patients, 

The type cancer Grider was diag- 
nosed with strikes 15,000 Americans 
each year and kills almost 7,000, 
usually after a six- to eight-year hat- 
tle. About 120,000 Americans cur- 
rently have low-grade  non- 
Hodgkin's lymphoma, 

A five-member panel has recom. 
mended that federal regulations ap: 
prove the monoclonal antibody 
(C2B8) to treat people with cancer.

Dr, Albert LoBugiio, head of UAB's 
Comprehensive Cancer Center, is a 
member of that panel, 

The challenge for monoclonal an- 
tibody researchers has been to find a 
protein that only appears on the sur- 
‘ace of the type cancer that a particu- 
lar patient has, 

Antibodies are proteins made by 
the body's immune system, They at- 
tach onto surface proteins on foreign 
invaders like viruses and bacteria. 

Antibodies have a Y-shaped 
structure, and the arms of the Y can 
be teined by the jramune system to 
identify the specific shape of a par- 
ticular invader, In the human body, 
there are many different antibodies 
trained to grab different shapes. 

Medical researchers are able to 
make single kinds of antibodies 
called monoclonal antibodies that 
recognize only one target and zero in 
on it, 

The problem with using the mon- 
ocloal antibody against cancer has 
been that cancer cells are normal 


cells that have gone “crazy” causing 
them to continually grow and divide, 

The close similarity between the 
normal cells and cancer cells has 
made it difficult to find a target that 
is unique to the cancer cell, 

The C2B8 antibody that was test- 
ed on Grider recognizes a marker 
that is found on about 90 percent of 
the cells in low-grade  non- 
Hodgkin's lymphoma, The “magic 
bullet” killed the cancer cells in the 
test tube and also in Grider's body, 

George and Mary Grider are 
quick to say that his recovery has 
been a team effort. The team not 
only included the medical personnel, 
but their son, daughter, and son-in- 
law, Jason, Karen and Brian Snyder, 

The Griders stayed with their 
children (they both live in the Birm- 
ingham area) on their visits to UAB. 

George has recently retired from 
Dorsey Trailers afer “many” years 
of service, Mary is a teacher in the 
Elba Elementary School and hopes 
to retire soon,

Second murder suspect arrested

The second suspect being sought 
in the murder and robbery of Ronald 
Howard Jerkins, an assistant manag- 
er of an Enterprise grocery store, 
was arrested in Atlanta, GA last 
week, 

Marcus Antonio Jones, 26, of 
Daleville, was arrested by Atlanta 
Pouce at approximately 5:20 a.m. on 

uesday, August 12. 

A warrant for Jones’ arrest on 
capital murder charges had been is- 
sued for him conceming the murder 
of Jerkins on the night of July 28. 
The warrant was issued by 12th Judi- 
cial Circuit District Attorney Mark 
Fuller. 

Jones is the second individual ar- 
rested in the Jerkins murder, Kassey 
Bernard Reedy, 25, of Enterprise 
was arrested August 7. 

Reedy is being held in the Coffee 
County Jail without bond following 
his initial appearance on Friday, Au- 
gust 8. 

During that court hearing, Reedy 
commented, “I had nothing to do 
with the killing of Jerkins,” 

Following Jones’ extradition back 
to Enterprise to face capital murder 
charges, an initial appearance before 
District Judge Steve Blair was held

Elba City Clerk Donnie Morrow 
reported to council members last 
week on the status of work in five ar- 
eas, 

The flood pump project is com- 
pleted, up to the actual installation of 
the pumps, He expects them to ar- 
rive in late September or early Octo- 
ber. The street department is contin- 
uing to clean the area to provide a 
holding pond free of debris, 

The school access road is in use. 
The contractor has moved equipment 
to Larkin Road and working on that 
project, The speed limit signs and 
stop signs will be added to the 
school road after final inspection, 

Work progressing on the Larkin 
Road project, This industrial road 
upgrade is funded by a grant from

Jones was formally advised of the 
charges against him and was given a 
bail hearing. He also denied having 
had anything to fdo with the rob- 
bery/murder of which he is accused, 
Jones was denied bail and is being 
held in the Coffee County Jail. 

A preliminary hearing for both 
Reedy and Jones was held on 
Wednesday, August 20. At that time, 
the state was to present evidence 
against the pair. The results of that 
hearing was not available prior to 
press time. 

A handgun, possibly the murder 
weapon in the Jerkins killing, was 


recently recovered in the Chatta- 
hoochee River on the Alabama- 
Georgia state line. It has been sent to 
the state’s forensic lab in Montgom- 
ery for testing. 

Authoritires have released no in- 
formation concerning the undis- 
closed amount of money or the green 
bank deposit bag allegedly taken in 
the robbery/murder, 

Should Jones and Reedy be tried 
and found guilty of the capital mur- 
der charge, they could be faing the 
electric chair or life in prison. 

District Attorney Mark Fuller has 
indicated that the stae will be seek- 
ing the death penalty in the case.
